and on springs and mattresses that 
were good enough for their grand- 
mother and hence are good enough 
today. 


Why this indifference to knowledge 


and progress is so common is a puz- 
zle, because of all household utilities 
a bed is in service more hours per 
day and more days per week than any 
other thing we can think of. If prop- 
erly constructed and fitted it can con- 
tribute hugely to the health and vi- 
tality of the occupant; conversely it 
can upset the nervous system, and 
debilitate the sleeper. 


A good bed is not a luxury; it is a 


prime necessity. 


The frame should be of solid con- 


struction, 
free 
from 
creaks 
and 


squeaks whatever the weight of the 
occupant. One authority says that the 
mattress should be at least thirty-nine 
inches wide, and that the ideal size of 
bed for one peorson is a double bed, 
eight inches longer than the sleeper. 
Notwithstanding these minimum re- 
quirements, the beds in fraternities, 
dormitories, and hospitals are usually 
only thirty-six inches wide. 


Link springs are no good. A coil 


spring is imperative. 


Price is a fairly accurate guide in 


the purchase of a bed, spring, or mat- 
tress, provided due consideration is 
given to width and length. 


The trouble here is that when one 


is young and is most likely to bo in 
the market for a bed, one is pretty 
sure to buy what is cheapest and takes 
up the least room. Having acquired 
title to the property, one cherishes 
it .till -death, regardless, of spinal mal- 
adjustments, cold feet, cold shoulders, 
and cramps. 


Whatever the length and width, or 


condition of spring, mattress, 
and 


frame, it is important that the cover- 
ings be ample in size and light in 
weight. • 


Sheets and blankets should be wide 


and long enough to cover the mat- 
tress with huge margins to spare, be- 
cause it is that part of the covers 
hanging over the bed that keeps the

siderably since Barnsdall Oil Company 
topped oil saturation in its Roberts 
No. 2, cast side of the field in sec- 
tion 11-15124, approximately 41 feet 
higher than in its nearest west offset, 
making the Roberts 2 test only 11 
feet lower than the discovery well. Top 
of porosity was encountered at G313 
feet. Operators cored one foot late 
Friday and were compelled to shut 
down due to high water in that vicin-

Will Not Do

OTTAWA—Strong, determined lead- 


ership, patriotic cooperation from all 
elements—producers, 
manufacturers, 


wholesalers, retailers and the buying 
public, as well as employers and em- 
ployes, and will to win—these are some 
of the things that are vital for a fight 
against inflation through establish- 
ment of price and 
wage ceilings, 


they'll toll you in Canada. 


Half-way measures and compromises 


will not do. They tried partial price 
control in Canada before they went to 
the all-out ceiling, and it didn't work. 
Now the fight is to prevent punctur- 
ing of the ceiling in any respect. A 
price ceiling, without a salary and 
wage ceiling, would not be effective 
any more than v/ould a wage ceiling 
without price control. 


Without a salary and wage ceiling, 


they'll point out to you up here, a 
"black market" would be sure to de- 
velop. Shortages .accompanied by in- 
creasing spending power, would soon 
bring forth the commodity boot-leg- 
ger and away would go the ceiling 
and the inflation spin would be 01 
again. Tims, the Canadian effort is 
"all out," and as time goes on sub- 
sidies on imports, us well as domes- 
tic products, may be necessary. 


For instance, if the United States 


lias no ceiling, and prices continue to 
advance, then it would become im 
possible for the Canadian importer to 
pass on products to the retailer at 
price that will enable the retailer 
slay within the ceiling.

would be made by the Wartime Price 
and Trade Board. The first thing t 
be decided 
%vould be whether th 


product was an essential; that is, es- 
sential to the war effort. If it were 
found to be an essential, then the im- 
porter or retailer, or both, would be 
paid a subsidy so that the product 
could be continued on the market un- 
der the ceiling.

Teach Danger of Inflation 
There are about 1100 persons em 


ployed, or serving as volunteers with 
out pay, in the Wartime Price an 
Control Board organization throughou 
Canada. The central office is in O 
tawa under the direction of Donal 
Gordon, as chairman, 


Gordon is a huge Scotchman in h 


early forties ,who is built like 
couple of old time full-backs. He w; 
deputy governor of the Bank of Can- 
ada, ..but was detached from this job 
to take on the direction of the battle 
against inflation. His huge frame will 
take a lot of punishment and Gordon 
is tireless in his efforts, encouraging 
his staff, making speeches selling the 
control plan, and gelling cooperation. 


He wants everybody in Canada to 


understand the dangers and the re- 
sults of inflation, and to this end an 
extensive educational campaign has 
been carried on through the news- 
papers and on the radio, selling the 
price and wage ceiling program. 


The women of the country have 


been particularly urged to be their 
own price-ceiling auditors. They have 
been asked lo make their own lists 
of ceiling prices of commodities which 
they may be likely to purchase, and 
then to see that they do not pay more. 
That this approach has had results was 
illustrated recently in Toronto when 
a woman shopper came to the Trade 
Board headquarters to report ex- 
citedly that one of the largest depart- 
ment stores had raised its price on a 
certain counter article from 6 cents lo 
i) cents. She said she knew because 
she saw the 6 cent sign yesterday 
whereas today it was 9. 


An investigator was sent to the store. 


It developed, however, that the price 
sign had merely been knocked to the 
floor during the course of the day, and 
whoever restored it set it upside down, 
thus making the 6 a 9, and the ceiling 
was saved. 


After Gordon, as chairman, who op- 


erates under the Minister of Finance, 
there come administrators of com- 
modities, administrators of trades and 
services, controllers for various in- 
dusties, business and products, and 
13 regional offices, scattered through 
the country. As many problems as 
possible are handled on a regional 
basis through the 13 districts, but if 
they are not settled there they pass on 
to the headquarters.

:hem. Twitchell soon had them build- 
ing roads and digging wells. And he 
promoted native arts and crafts. 


He traveled around Arabia a good 


bit and in neighboring Saudi he struck 
up a friendship with the old king, 
Ibn Saud. Twitchell began to acl as 
an informal adviser to the king and 
in one of their many talks htey hit 
the subject of what might be done 
to improve the Arabian desert and 
the Bedouin people. Where in tine 
history of the world had there been 
a similar civilization in 5 similar cli- 
mate and what had been done to 
improve it? 


The King Listens 
Twitchell had an idea. He thought 


thai Ihe work of improving the lot 
of the American Indians of the semi- 
arid southwest might offer a paral- 
lel. The idea was presented to Ibn 
Saud, who thereupon asked Twitchell 
to return to the United Stales, make 
a study of the situation and bring 
him back a report. 


The Vermonter returned to the Unit- 


ed Stales in February, 1941. He spent 
some time in Washington, studying 
the work of the Office of Indian Af- 
fairs in the Department of the Inter- 
ior. Then he went on a tour of the 
Navajo, Pueblo, Apache, Papago, and 
Fima reservations in Arizona and New 
Mexico, studying conservation of land 
and watre, irrigation and the devel- 
opment of Indian arts and crafts as a 


source of income. He look a lot of 
pictures and wrote a big long report, 


his return lo Arabia, he presenled 


the whole thing to the king, who was 
enthusiastic. Why 
couldn't 
similar 


things be done for his Bedouin tribes- 
men? 


With that beginning and a lot of 


subsequent 
diplomatic dickering, a 


plan was finally worked out whereby 
a couple of experts could be loaned to 
the Saudi Arabian government to see 
what could be developed. A mission 
was created with State Department 
blessing. Twitchell is its chief, the oth- 
er members being Alber L. Walthen, 
acting chief of the engineering branch 
of the Indian Bureau, and James G. 
Hamilton of Albuquerque, an agrono- 
mist in the Soil Conservation Service 
of the 
Department of Agricullure. 


They have arrived safely at Jiddah, 
so news of Ihe expedilion can now be 
given.

South African 
Anti-War Plan

depressing drizzle. As two thousnnd 
people stood 
huddled 
together in 


ankle-deep mud at the foot of Majuba 
Mountain recently, n "fire of freedom" 
on the crest above burst Into flame. 


Then there was a sudden roar. All 


hands stretched outward in n stiff 
salute. Then the throng lapsed into 
three minutes of silence. 


It might have been n Klan meet- 


ing of the deep South back in the 
Twenties. Or a night in Munich be- 
fore the Beer Hall Putsch. The setting 
was about the same. Only the words 
differed. The speaker was Dr. J. F. J. 
Vaurensburg, Commandant General 
of the Anti-Smuts, Anti-English Os- 
hewa Brandwag party, named after 
the Ox Wagon Guards of 183G who 
trekked inland to escape British rule. 
He lolcl this group of party members, 
gathered at the scene of a Boer War 
victory of 1881, to be ready one day 
to lnke over the South African gov- 
ernment, 


"Fifth Column" Escapes 
Punishment 
He praised sabotage, calling it real- 


istic action. And he praised as heroes 
the government and police officials 
who were recently interned for giving 
aid to Germany. 


Strong man of the Union of South 


Africa is, of course, Field Marshal 
Jan Christian Smuts, Commamler-in- 
Chief of South African Forces, Min- 
ister of External Affairs and Defense. 
This keen-eyed, gray-bearded Boer 
veteran manages to keep things under 
control, but the Ossewa Brandwag 
party business is one of the weirdest 
situations in any country at war to- 
day. What amounts to a Fifth Column 
is permitted openly to conduct meet- 
ings like that described above, arid to 
issue statements undermining the war 
effort of the Smuts government. 


At Capetown recently, in the House 


of 
Assembly, 
Assemblyman A. J. 


Vcrth moved that the Union make 
peace and withdraw from the war. 


It takes several days after you ar- 


rive in Durban, however, to realize 
hat there is a struggle beneath the 
surface. You can guess the proportion 
of isolationists to interventionists when 
hey play "God Save the King" at the 
end of a performance in movie houses. 
Che majority stands rigidly at attcn- 
ion, but some slouch and their whole 
attitude grumbles. 


Yet to judge by the 
atmosphere 


ilong the main street of this ocean 
resort city—which might be neon- 
gihted, skyscrapered Miami—nothing 
leems more remote than war, News- 
>apers advertise mechanical ice-boxes, 
automobiles, luxury clothing.

For the first time since they enter- 


ed the war, by the slim margin of 80 
to 67, they're seriously discussing air 
raid precautions, evacuation, hoarding 
of commodities which they feel will 
soon be hard to get. 


This spring and summer will prob- 


ably be testing time for Prime Min- 
ister Smuts because any Allied re- 
verses will give strength to his oppo- 
sition. It will become more truculent 
and more outspoken us it maneuvers 
for peace. Yet the large landowners 
and influential business and profes- 
sional men who are Smuts' backeis, 
should always have enough influence 
and money to control decisive votes 
during any Parliamentary showdowi. 


Smuts himself, with a fiercely loyal 


volunteer army drawn from a total 
white population of two million, can 
handle any demonstrations of minority 
disunity.
